Governor Pardons PolicemanWho Tried to
Kill McNal|y.

Governor Roosevelt has pardoned PolicemanJohn Hannigan, who was sent to

prison for two years by Recorder Goff for

shooting a small boy, Thomas McXally,
who played football In the street.
Hannigan Is a man with a "pull." When

he was charged before the Police Commissionerswith the attempted murder the
case was about to be dismissed as trivial
and unimportant. The Journal then took
it up and pressed it to a conviction, forcingthe authorities to act, and itself find-
ing evidence that they pretended' they
couid not get.
The circumstances of the attempted kilb

lug were particularly brutal. Hannigan,
who was known as the "boy policeman,"
was detailed In plain clothes to arrest boys
who played football in the street, and
who undoubtedly Mere a nuisance.
He pursued little McNally, who fled from

him. Hannigan, the testimony showed,
deliberately pulled his revolver, aimed it;
carefully and shot the little chap down.
In sentencing him Recorder Goff made

remarks which showed that in his mind
Hannigan Mas entitled to no consideration
whatever, much less to the pardon which
the Governor now extends to him. and
which has astounded the Distrlct-Attornev'soffice. The Recorder's remarks fol-
lows: i

"Hannigan, in drawing: a pistol
upon a boy who had been playing:
football in the street, yon committeda wanton act. It was wholly
unjustifiable and unnecessary.
"Weapons Are put into the hands of policemenfor protection, and not to be

used upon citizens, let alone mere children,without proper cause.
"You are, in my dplnion, fortunate that

fou are not now required to stand before
the bar charged with a much graver crime
than that of which you have been convicted."
Jacob A. Riis, the writer, who has done

real philanthropic work in his time, was
persuaded to take charge of the movement
in favor of Hannlgan.
He influenced the Governor, who Is a

personal friend of his, and yesterday he
received this letter:
"My Dear Jake: Happy New Tear to

you and yours, and as a New Tear's gift
take the pardon of Policeman Hannigan.
The papers were forwarded to the prison
this morning. Always yours."THEODORE ROOSEVELT."
